order the election and voters vote 
for or against allowing saloons in the 
county. 
After this election, the coun­ 
ty cannot vote upon the proposition 
again for three years, whether the re­ 
m it of the election was for or against 
saloons. 
Failure to support a wife, child, or 
both, is made a felony in a hill Intro­ 
duced by Joseph Austin of Chisholm« 
and the man who fails to provide for 
those dependent upon him may be 
sent to state prison. 
But if he will 
give bond to support them after the 
conviction, he may give bonds and 
have se n te n c e suspended. 
Two insurance hills were introduced 
by Carl Wallace of Minneapolis. One 
of them repeals the 1907 law prohib­ 
iting the issuance of non-participating 
policies by life Insurance companies. 
That law was one of th o s e proposed 
by the committee on uniform legisla­

"The issue is a momentous one. 
Jefferson declared that ‘as betw’een a 
government without newspapers and 
newspapers without a government he 
would

latter,’ 
because

w’ould protect themselves even with 
out a government through the instru­ 
mentality of public opinion.

other members of the family, it was 
charged. 
The commutation is made on reeom- 
inendation of the state hoard of par­ 
dons after the supreme court had re­ 
fused to Interfere, saying that the 
record showed no reversible error, 
and affirming the Judgment of the 
criminal court of Cook county. 
The 
Btate hoard of pardons in making the 
recommendations 
to 
Governor 
De 
neen for commutation of sentence, 
says that after the final action of the 
lupreme court Jerry Vrzal, brother of 
Mary Vrzal, and one of the principal 
witnesses for the state at the trial of 
Billik, appeared before the stale board 
of pardons at the hearing of the pe 
tition for 13111 ik’s pardon and swore 
that all his testimony at the trial 
against Billik was false, except as to 
some unimportant facts. 
The state hoard of pardons Is of 
the opinion that owing to the state­ 
ment of the jurors that they were in 
fluenced to inflict the death penalty 
by the testimony of .Terry Vrzal as to 
certain facts, which were not testified 
to by other witnesses, the jury would 
not have inflicted the death p en a lty 
if .Terry Vrzal’s testimony had been 
eliminated dcrine the trial instead of 
afterward. 
The trial judge, in a communication 
to the state hoard of pardons, recom­ 
mends commutation of the sentence, 
saying that the enforcement of the 
death 
penalty, 
under 
the 
circum­ 
stances of Jerry Vrzal recanting his 
testimony at the trial, would not. in 
his judgment, meet with general ap­ 
probation.

American public sentiment will de­ 
mand repression of the anti-Japanese 
agitation in the Far West and declar­ 
ing that the continuation of peace 
with the United Sta’.es is necessary if 
his country is to realize its highest 
aims, 
Kokichl 
Midzumo, 
Japanese 
consul In this city, made the principal 
address at the eighth annual dinner 
of the Twenty four Karat club, an or­ 
ganization of jewelers at Delmonicos. 
Consul Midzumo appeared, he said, In 
place of Baron Takahira, the Japanese 
ambassador, who was unable to at­ 
tend. 
“We are fully confident,*’ he said, 
“that the Washington government, 
hacked by the public opinion of the 
people of the Union, will succeed In 
repressing the ill-advised anti-Japa­ 
nese agitation. The people of Japan, 
regardless of their political party, 
Join with their government in believ­ 
ing that such an ti-Japanese movement 
does not represent the true sentiment 
of the American people at all. 
“We have done all in our power to 
remove even the rem otest cause of 
difference between the two countries 
and have spared no effort to cement 
the already close relations and friend­ 
ship with the United States. It re­ 
mains, therefore, for us to depend 
upon and trust the sense of justice 
and the sound sense of the people.” 
He declared that the ultimate aim 
of Japan was to develop to the full 
the resources of the Orient and to 
encourage the introduction into Asia­ 
tic countries of modern science and 
civilization in every branch of com­ 
merce and industry. 
“This can be at­ 
tained,” he said, “by nothing but 
peaceful intercourse and good rela- 
i tions with the United States.”

The opinion which Invalidates the 
subpoenas in question affirms the prin­ 
ciple enunciated in the Fifth amend­ 
ment to the Constitution, which pro­ 
vides that no one shall be compelled 
In any criminal case to be a witness 
against himself. 
A subpoena duces 
tecum calling for the production be­ 
fore the federal grand jury of the 
books and receipts of the World is 
also set aside by the decision. 
This action by the court upsets the 
established practice o f ' nearly fifty 
years and is considered to be of very 
farreaching effect.
